Ntw Yoim, July 81.— Tho first deci- 


sive gun of the democratic campaign of 
1808 was touched oil lust night in Madi- 
son Hquarc garden in tho presence of n 
vast aascmblatfo. Thu huge auditorium 
was packed from pit to dome, and as 
the plitce holds 10,000 persons comfort- 
ably, It is estimated that almost twicu 
that number were present. Tho occa- 
sion that brought this vast throng to- 
gether was tho notification ceremonies 
of the two groat lenders of tho demo- 
cratic party—drover Cleveland and 
Adlai E. Btovenson. 


As early as I) o'clock the crowd began 


gathering About tho doors, and at 7:30 
p, m,, when they wore finally opened, 
the streets about tho garden wore filled 
with a pushing, struggling, perspiring 
in nt> which llowod Into the auditorium 
w tth tho roaring sound of n cataract. 
Never Inul tho garden hold such n crowd, 
nor hail more enthusiasm been displayed, 
Thu space roum was economized to the 
utmost degree, tho enthusiastic demo- 
crats standing, after tho seats woro 
flllod, In lines so dense that breathing 
became n difficulty.

MEMPHIS, Tcnn., July 21.—The third 


day of Alice Mitchell's trial was de- 
voted principally to reading of the let- 
ters that passed between Miss Mitchell 
and Freda Ward, and between Miss 
Mitchell imd several young men.

Why the United States should Con- 


trol the Nicaragua Canal. 


President Grant wrote, "I commend to 


my countrymen an American canal, un- 
der American control." A connecting 
water route between the Atlantic and 
Paoiflo oceans, much shorter than by the 
Horn, baa long been thought of. The 
Panama canal waa the first scheme for; 
connecting the two oceans. Since it was 
pronounced unfeasible and abandoned 
the Nicaragua route has been suggested 
and investigated. Our Pacific coast is 
rich in commercial products; this creates 
a necessity for a shorter and more direct 
route to the great markets of the world, 
binding our eastern and western shores 
by stronger bonds. In this vast country 
—a country of unlimited distances—it ia 
necessary to have some aheap and direct 
communication, that we may develop our 
resources, open our markets, protect our- 
selves from foreign encroachments and 
become the greatest and most powerful 
country in the entire world. 


The scheme of connecting the Atlantic 


and Pacific must be carried through- 
net only America, but the whob world 
demands it, Should the Upited States 
not cany out this project, Europe will. 
Of the eight routes proposed, the present 
one through Nicaragua is considered the 
beet, and competent engineers prnonnce 
it altogether feasible. The French ex- 
pended a vast amount of money on the 
Panama route and then abandoned it. 
Nicaragua is GOO miles nearer the United 
States than Panama. The length of the 
canal proper ia only 27K miles through 
Nicaragua lake and the San Jnnn river; 
from ocean to ocean 169% miles, and the 
ooet of building is estimated not to 
exceed BO millions. When we think 
of what the Sanlt Ste. Marie canal 
has done for tfaa small extent of country 
tributary to our great lakes, we are 
amazed that the Nicaragua scheme was 
not executed years since. The states of 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, North and South 
Dakota and Montana are natural com- 
mercial tributaries to Lake Superior and 
the water line of commerce between the 
Great Lakes, Erie Canal and Hudson 
river to New York—from this point the 
markets of the world are reached, how- 
ever, a barrier to water navigation ex- 
isted between Lake Superior and Lake 
Huron, there being a difference In the 
level of these lakes of about 21 feet. 
In 


1881 the government completed a look, 
BO feet wide and 550 feet long—it was 
hardly finished before there was an 
absolute necessity to increase its size. 
To undertake to tell the history of thia 
government improvement at the Bnnlt 
Ste. Marie, would simply be to tell the 
history of the material prosperity of the 
states mentioned. The freight passed 
through the present look of the Sault, in 
1890, was stated by the Hon. Onshman 
K. Davis, in the February Forum to be 
9,041,213 tons, an increase of 1,000,525 
tone in one year. To carry this, 10,657 
vessels passed through the look—value 
of cargo, 8120,000,000. 
How much the 


government has spent on that canal, I do 
not know, but, I am positively sure that 
it will not exceed $15,000,000. 
In 1889 


7,000,516 tons were carried an average 
distance of 790 miles, und the average 
price per mile was .145 of a cent, this was 
only 1-7 the average price received per 
ton per mile by the rail roads of the 
United States the same year, which waa 
according to Poor's Manual, ,77'J of a cent 
—so it ie easy to calculate that in moving 
the freight 
which 
passed 
through 


that 
canal 
by 
water 
instead 


of rail, saved 
the 
producer 
and 


consumers in one year more than twice 
the money the Government has expended 
upon it. In J868 it <nost 4'4 cents to 
send one bushel of grain from Chicago 
to New York. Part of the year 1891 the 
rail rate was 10 cents per bmihel and 
lake rate one cent per bushel—the aver- 
age water rate is 4% cents per bushel— 
at the same time the railroads are kept 
busy carrying grain to these waterways. 
Since the building of the Soo. canal 
there are many million tons more freight 
passing over our lakes than around the 
Hum, although the Soo. is insignificant 
compared to a water route connecting 
two vast oceans; but open the Nicaragua 
Canal, and let it be free, as is the water 
track of the great lakes, and a much 
larger amount of freight would pass 
through its channel. The 12,000 miles 
of Paoiflo coast line, including Alaska, 
must now ship by the Horn to her sister 
states on the Atlantic coast or to En- 
rope, crossing the equator twice. The 
transportation of coal is comparatively 
oheap by water, and the Pacific coast 
has no soft coal of good quality. The an- 
nual shipment of wheat from the Pacific 
coast ie 1,250,000 tons, and it takes from 


to 5% months to reach the markets 


of Europe with thia by the way of the 
Horn. 
Maoanley suid.- "Of all inven- 


tions, the alphabet and printing press 
alone excepted, those inventions which 
abridge distance have done most for civ- 
ilization." The Nicaragua rente will 
shorten the distance from San Francisco 
to New York, by the Horn, over 10,000 
miles, and brings San Francisco and 
Liverpool nearly 8,000 milea nearer each 
other. New York and Liverpool are 
oaoh 15,600 miles from San Francisco by 
the Horn. The advantages to both Amer- 
ica and England are very great ami 
England is not ignorant of thia fact. 
England 
sets 
the 
most 
of her 


wheat from India. Calcutta is only 8.WJO 
miles distant from Liverpool, while she 
must sail over 15,000 miles to reach the 
wheat on the Pacific coast. With the 
Nicaragua canal the distance ia about 
7,000 miles, making the commercial ad- 
vantage very great. We should appreoi- 
"ata the immense advantage to us in 
tune of war, in protecting our Pacific 
court from foreign invasion. If foreign 
powers control the canal, they will virtu- 
ally control the adjacent country; that 
has been all previous history. It would 
really be a violation of the Monroe doc- 
trine, but it would creep upon us so 
stealthily that we would not be aware of 
it until too late. In case of trouble 
their batteries would be erected, and if 
wa mmile the pamge of the canul with 
military supplies *nd troops for our 
western const, we would have to fight 
our way through. 
Although England 


discouraged the building of the Bum 
oanal, when it waa opened and the great 
advantages of the new route, dawned 
opon her, DiiracK eeontly pnrohaaed it; 
and her iron-dads have controlled ito 
waters wbeu it waa oonaulerad

charges. The construction und control 
of the Nicaragua canal, not by a foreign 
power, nor by a .syndicate of capitalists 
but by the government of the Unitec 
States, would be the greatest achieve- 
ment of thia century.
